The most important effect 
that will bo felt in 1965 from the 
recently adopted Amendments 
to the Social Security Act will 
be that on certain students aged 
18-22, and on all current benefi­ 
ciaries of the old-age, disabili­ 
ty, and survivors insurance por­ 
tions of the law. 
An unmarried student, whose 
parent is entitled to retirement 
or disability benefits, or whose 
parent is deceased and was in­ 
sured under social security, can 
now be paid (effective with Jan. 
1965) monthly benefits while he 
is a full-time student— in high 
school, college, or university, 
vocational or trade school. Any 
such student, or his parent, 
should immediately write his 
social security district office for 
free leaflet Number OASI-1965- 
4. If he feels that he is eligible, 
then prompt contact should be 
made with the social security 


office, or with a representative 
of that office when he is in or 
near the student's location. 
All current beneficiaries un­ 
der social security will receive 
a T 'r increase in their benefit 
rates. This, too, is effective as 
of January of 1965. With some 
20 million such amounts to be 
refigured, the following time­ 
table will be employed. The 
checks due to arrive about Sep­ 
tember 3 (for August) will be 
in the same old amount. Then 
in mid or late September an ex­ 
tra check to cover the raise for 
the months of January-August 
will be mailed 
out. 
Checks 
mailed for delivery about Octo­ 
ber 3 (for September) will be 
in the new rates. For example, 
a person who has been receiv­ 
ing a $60 check will get a $60 
check about September 3, an­ 
other for $33.60 about Septem­ 
ber 20, and a $64.20 check about 
October 3. No action needs to 
be taken by such beneficiaries 
as this will be done automati­ 
cally.

SENATE JOINT RESOLU­ 

14 p r o p o s i n g 
Amendments to Section 4, 22 
and 23 of Article IV of the 
Constitution of the State of 
Texas, so as to provide a four- 
year term of office for the 
Governor, Lieutenant Govern­ 
or, Attorney General, Comp­ 
troller 
of 
Public 
Accounts, 
Treasurer, 
Commissioner 
of 
the General Land Office and 
Secretary of State; and cer­ 
tain statutory state officers; 
providing for the necessary 
election and the form of the 
ballot; and providing for the 
necessary 
proclamation 
and 
publication. 
RESOLVED BY THE LEGIS­ 
LATURE OF THE STATE 
OF TEXAS: 
Section 1. That Section 4, 
Article IV of the Constitution 
of the 
State 
of Texas 
be 
amended so as to hereafter 
read as follows: 
** Section 4. The Governor 
shall be installed on the first 
Tuesday after the organization 
of the Legislature, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable, and 
shall hold his office for the 
term of four years, or until 
his successor shall be duly in­ 
stalled. He shall be a t least 
thirty years of age, a citizen 
of the United States, and shall 
have resided in this state at 
least five years immediately 
preceding his election.” 
Sec. 2. T hat Section 22, Ar 
tid e IV of the Constitution of 
the State of Texas be amend­ 
ed so as to hereafter read as 
follows: 
"Section 22. The Attorney 
General shall hold office for 
four years and until his suc­ 
cessor is duly qualified. He 
shall represent the state in al’ 


suits and pleas in the Supreme 
Court of the state in which the 
state may be a party, and shall 
especially 
inquire 
into 
the 
charter rights of all private 
corporations, and from time to 
time, in the name of the state, 
take such action in the courts 
as may be proper and neces­ 
sary to prevent any private 
corporation 
from 
exercising 
any power or demanding or 
collecting any species of taxes, 
toPs, freight or wharfage not 
authorized by law. He shall, 
whenever sufficient cause ex­ 
ists, seek a judicial forfeiture 
of such charters, unless other­ 
wise expressly directed by law’, 
and give legal advice in w rit­ 
ing to the Governor and other 
executive officers, when re­ 
quested by them, and perform 
such other duties as may be 
required by law. He shall re­ 
side at the seat of government 
during his continuance in of­ 
fice.

Sec. 3. That Section 23, A r­ 
ticle IV of the Constitution of 
the State of Texas be amend­ 
ed so as to hereafter read as 
follows: 

The Comptroller 
of Public Accounts, the Trea­ 
surer, the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, and any 
statutory state ^officer who is 
elected by the electorate of 
Texas at large, unless a term 
of office is otherwise specific­ 
ally provided in this Constitu­ 
tion, shall each hold office for 
the term of four years anc 
until his successor is qualified;
